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SELECTMEN'S  REPORT 

The  Selectmen  have  held  several  meetings  with  the  Highway- 
Advisory  Committee  to  discuss  and  evaluate  the  needs  of  and 
find  possible  solutions  for  town  highway  problems  with  a  long 
range  program  in  mind. 

Greatly  increased  travel  in  the  last  few  years  has  caused  de- 
terioration at  a  much  faster  rate  than  ever  before  on  the  dirt 
road  system,  and,  heavier  loads  along  with  increased  traffic  on 
the  hard  surfaced  roads  which  were  not  designed  for  this  use 
need  rebuilding  badly. 

It  appears  that  a  crew  of  part  time  employees  hired  for  five 
months  of  the  year  to  maintain  the  dirt  roads  during  the  peak 
travel  period  would  free  the  Road  Agent  and  a  full  time  helper 
for  work  on  reconstruction  projects,  widening,  replacing  culverts 
etc.  This  would  also  make  better  use  of  heavy  equipment  owned 
by  the  Town. 

In  view  of  this,  the  Selectmen  have  proposed  a  realistic  budget 
item  for  highways  which  will  be  adequate  without  a  considerable 
overdraft  as  in  past  years,  and  provide  for  needed  improvements 
as  well  as  maintainance. 

A  -ook  at  the  overall  picture  of  hard  surfaced  roads  dis- 
closes that  on  the  East  side  of  town  the  situation  is  very  favor- 
able, as  they  are  generally  in  good  condition  and  adequate  for 
today's  traffic  and  loads. 

This  type  of  road  on  the  west  side  generally  presents  a 
rather  sorry  state  of  affairs.  Those  portions  which  have  been 
rebuilt   with   an   adequate   gravel   base   are   holding   very   well. 

The  perennial  problem  of  driveway  plowing  seems  to  be 
met  with  the  most  satisfaction  to  all  concerned  by  having  town 
ownership  of  a  four  wheel  drive  pickup  truck  and  contracting  the 
balance  of  the  work  to  be  done.  The  Selectmen  have  contracted 
on  a  lease  purchase  plan  for  a  vehicle  of  this  type  and  ask  in 
the  warrant  for  a  sum  of  money  from  Revenue  Sharing  Funds 
in  order  that  no  further  long  term  debt  be  incurred.

The  1972  Special  Session  of  the  Legislature  enacted  the  Cur- 
rent Use  Valuation  Law  which  provided  that  all  farm  and  forest 
land  be  assessed  at  current  use  value  rather  than  market  value. 
As  a  result  of  this  9.024  acres  of  land  were  reduced  with  a  loss  of 
$454,900  in  assessed  valuation  and  caused  an  increase  of  10c  in 
the  tax   rate. 

With  not  over  an  8  per  cent  increase  in  the  school  budget  and 
a  slight  increase  in  the  County  budget  over  last  year,  the  Select- 
men project  a  tax  rate  of  $1.75  if  the  budget  is  voted  as  proposed.

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STATE    AUDIT 

The  state  audit  was  not  received  in  time  to  be  printed  in  the 
Town.  Report.  However  the  Selectmen  and  the  Town  Clerk  will 
have  a  copy  as  soon  as  available.  Anyone  desiring  to  look  over  the 
audit  may  do  so  at  either  office. 

The  following  is  a  brief  summary  from  figures  quoted  by  the 
Division  of  Municipal  Accounting. 

The  long  term  debt  of  the  Town  decreased  by  $4,500  during 
1972  from  $30,750.00  to  $26,250.00.  Authorized  long  term  note  of 
$3,000.00  was  issued  and  matured  notes  in  the  amount  of  $7,500.00 
were  paid  off  during  the  fiscal  year. 

Actual  revenues  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  Dec.  31,  1972  less 
net  overdrafts  of  appropriations  resulted  in  a  budget  surplus  of 
$2,549.06  reducing  the  current  deficit  from  $6,028.57  to  $3,479.51  for 
the  year  ending  Dec.  31,  1972.

"Any  joint  fund  remaining  unobligated  at  the 
end  of  the  year  for  which  allocated,  shall  revert  to  the  state  and 
the  contributing  city,  town  or  unincorporated  place  in  the  same 
proportion  as  each  contributed  to  the  said  fund."  I  am  sure  this  is 
self  explanatory  to  those  towns  with  large  balances. 

Although  the  new  year  is  still  very  young,  before  we  know  it 
the  season  for  TRA  applications  will  be  with  us.  I  hope  you  will 
be  able  to  discuss  with  your  road  agent  and  agree  on  a  project 
by  April  or  May.  At  this  time  we  expect  your  Town  and  State 
apportionment  to  be  $3,933.64  with  $513.08  being  your  town  TRA 
share.

This  year  there  was  a  very  disastrous  fire  at  Elm  Lawn  Inn 
totally  destroying  the  property,  in  spite  of  the  quick  response  of 
the  various  fire  depts.  This  is  something  nobody  wants  to  see  hap- 
pen and  surely  cannct  be  foreseen,  when  the  budget  is  presented  to 
the  Town.  The  net  over-draft  in  the  fire  dept.  budget  this  year  is 
$1,594.00. 

The  Bridgewater  Fire  truck  was  on  the  scene  of  the  Elm  Lawn 
Fire  on  the  shore  of  the  lake  pumping  2  lines  on  the  fire.  Hollis 
Pollard,  Mason  Westfall  and  Paul  Morrill  were  on  hand  all  morn- 
ing. Hollis  Pollard  spent  a  good  part  of  the  afternoon  at  the  scene 
also.  The  fact  that  the  Bridgewater  truck  was  available  and  stood 
by  most  of  the  day,  meant  the  out  of  town  equipment  and  men 
could  return  to  their  depts.  earlier  thereby  saving  some  money. 
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DISTRICT   CHIEF'S    REPORT 

In  New  Hampshire,  forest  fire  control  is  a  cooperative  State- 
town  program.  The  Town  Forest  Fire  Warden,  appointed  by  the 
Director,  Division  of  Resources  Development  upon  recommendation 
of  the  Selectmen  and  the  State's  District  Forest  Fire  Chief  is 
responsible  for  fire  suppresssion  and  other  related  duties.  The  State 
shares  equally  with  the  town  in  the  cost  of  most  forest  fires,  except 
illegal  and  careless  fires,  which  are  charged  to  the  responsible 
party.  The  State  further  provides  fire  detection  services,  preven- 
tion programs,  fire  training  for  town  wardens  and  crew,  and  back 
up  equipment  for  fire  suppression. 

By  authority  of  the  State,  the  Town  Forest  Fire  Warden  con- 
trols all  outside  burning  in  his  town  except  backyard  cooking  fires. 
Any  person  wishing  to  kindle  a  fire  when  the  ground  is  not 
covered  with  snow  must  obtain  a  fire  permit,  free  of  cost,  from  the 
Town  Forest  Fire  Warden.  No  permits  will  be  issued  for  fires  be- 
tween 9:00  A.  M.  and  5:00  P.  M.,  unless  it  is  raining,  except  for 
commercial  purposes 

Please  be  careful  when  using  fire,  remember  it  can  be  an  ex- 
tremely useful  tool  when  under  control  but  once  allowed  to  run 
wild  it  can  become  a  disastrous  and  devastating  force.  Only  you 
can  prevent  a  forest  fire.

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NEWFOUND  AREA  NURSING  ASSOCIATION 

The  need  for  nursing  care  in  the  Towns  of  Bristol,  Bridge- 
water,  Alexandria  and  New  Hampton  was  again  demonstrated  in 
1972  as  NANA  made  2323  visits.  Many  of  these  calls  involved  en- 
tire families  or  larger  group  efforts  as  occurred  during  the  recent 
measle  epidemic  and  in  the  Well  Baby  Clinics.  The  total  number  of 
people  that  were  actually  reached,  therefore,  far  exceeds  the  num- 
ber of  calls. 

Service  has  again  been  improved  by  the  purchased  by  of  a 
much  needed  larger  automobile.  The  generous  donations  by  num- 
erous local  residents  as  well  as  summer  and  winter  friends  has 
made  it  possible  to  obtain  a  police  radio  for  more  rapid  reaction  to 
emergency  situations. 

The  nominal  sums  contributed  by  the  four  member  towns  sup- 
port the  services  of  two  registered  nurses,  one  licensed  practical 
nurse  and  an  office  secretary.  Their  help  is  available  to  all  resi- 
dents. Five  years  ago  the  towns  were  called  upon  to  contribute 
approximately  33  percent  of  the  total  budget.  This  year  the  same 
appropriations  will  be  nearer  10  percent  of  the  total  budget  with 
its  much  expanded  service.  The  balance  of  the  operating  budget 
comes  from  fees  which  are  largely  reimbursed  through  Medicare- 
Medicaid. 

The  breakdown  on  the  1972  visits  are  listed  with  1971  remain- 
ing for  comparison.
